The Center is 
jocated orpanizationally in OSWR and it has been charged to work closely with 
ali NVAC offices to ensure that CIA's technology trensfer intelligence pro- 
cuction end reiotcd intelligence support to all US Government Departments end 
agencies is properly coordinated, The Center will provide coliection guicance 
anc operationai support to the DIO on all relatcd technology transfer activ- 
ities, The Chic® of the Center will aiso serve as tne NFAC referent on 
technology transfcr ana, as requested, will represené tne Darector of NFAC 
tn ali expert control and technology transfer activities that require CiA 
porticipucion. 

2. ‘Tne new Center's principei objective will be to ensure that national 
jevel policymakers and export control decisionmakers and enforcement orgeniza- 
tons, ineiuding counterintelligence organizations, recsive the timely and 
iadersiencsble foreign inteiligence concerning technology transfer that they 
need.
